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BASIC- ABSTRACT: 

Agent is fixed to the filaments of an antibacterial brush . The 
filaments are 

produced by: (a) soaking animal hair in a soln. formed by dissolving 
a 

phenol -based antibacterial agent in a solvent; and (b) allowing the 
phenol -based antibacterial agent to impregnate the animal hair as 
deeply as 

possible. The filament pref . comprises animal hair e.g. pig hair, 
horse hair 

or goat hair, or synthetic resin e.g. polyvinyl chloride, 
polypropylene or 
polyethylene . 



USE/ADVANTAGE - Used for body brush, toothbrush, or toilet brush. 
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Fixing the 

low vapour pressure phenol -based antibacterial agent to the filament 
continuously and gradually breeds the antibacterial agent and 
disperses the 

antibacterial agent . The result continuously maintains antibacterial 
effect 

and generates no fungi, maintaining the brush in a clean condition. 
The 

antibacterial agent is not water-soluble, maintaining antibacterial 
effect even 

if the brush is washed in water. 
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
